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John Emerson has worn many hats at the 
Walt Disney Company since his start in 1955. He 
has done everything from studio mail delivery and 
dressing windows on Disneyland’s Main Street to 
the Touchstone Pictures theatrical logo and 
special effects for Fantasia 2000. His response to

John explains, “I 
always thought of the job as temporary. It just 
didn’t feel real. I just said yes to everything as a

So how did the man who would later say yes to 
painting backgrounds on such films as The Little Mermavw, 
Beauty and the Beast, Aladdin, Pocohantas and The Lion King 
get his start at Disney? He started in traffic as a 
messenger. After several weeks however, he got his first 
break from Jack Boyd in special effects. “I said yes,” he 
says emphatically, “even though on my application I put 
backgrounds.” 


John then transferred into background tracing after 
seven weeks, only to find out that the actual springboard 
to background painting was to be nearly 10 years later. 
He says that the tracing experience was wonderful, and 
while he traced for such films as Sleeping Beauty, he was 
able to observe a lot about background painting. 


Other Disney projects that John said yes to over the 
years include texture maps of Notre Dame for Hunchback, 
Disneyland’s 30th anniversary commemorative poster and 
the alphabet codes for both Fantasia 2000 and Atlantis. 
When asked how he was chosen to design the fonts, he 
replies that although he wasn'ta letterer, he worked next 
to Ed Garbert, the head of title graphics for many years. 
Casually, he adds, “I ended up designing the upper and 
lower case and the letters and the whole thing for Fantasia 


[2000]. I kinda did that on the side.” 


Something else he learned on the side was all of his 
airbrush training. He got his first airbrush break on a TV 
production that needed a rainbow effect. Having no 
experience with airbrush, John just said yes and decided 
to sweat out the details later. The details turned out to be 
a delicately blended rainbow that took him many 
attempts. He says, “I'll never forget it. That 


was an airbrush course in itself.”

Bossert, took a moment to comment about John, who he 
has worked with on and off throughout his 15 year career at 
Feature Animation. “For me, it was not only a pleasure and 
an honor to work with John, but to me - he’s a colleague, a 
mentor and a friend. He has a wealth of information and is 
an incredible amount of fun to work with.” Dave also went 
on to mention that John continues to explore and stretch 
boundaries, is always inquisitive and continually searches 
for a new way of looking at things. 


Although Dave hopes that John will continue to work 
with him in the years to come, John may be spending his 
new found free time with his daughter and grandson in 
Oklahoma. He also mentioned a desire to explore 
photography or simply watch clouds with his wife Susan in 
Hawaii. 


John talks with a passion about his 44 years at Disney, 
saying that he feels lucky to have observed the seasoned 
veterans of animation “entrenched and at their peak” with 
Walt walking around. He recounts stories of Walt and talks 
of the old world craftsmanship of traditional animation. 
Finally, he says, “I’ve always felt fortunate. I didn’t feel like 
I havent reached what I wanted. I got to paint some 
backgrounds, and that was the thing I put on the
